There have been many inquiries 
concerning the proper method to 
adopt with reference to topping of 
beets. Various methods have been 
mentioned and some tried out al¬ 
ready this fall. It is difficult to 
set forth a definite program that 
will cover all conditions in con¬ 
nection with the amount of help 

on hand, eto., but under existing 
conditions we reodnm.oirdTiie foP 

lowing: 

Beets should be plowed in lands 
of 12 to 18 rows, pulled and thrown 
into two ricks aT>out 12 feet apart, 
with roots lying all one way, pre- 
; ferably pointing to the center. A 
V-shaped drag proves a very han¬ 
dy tool, then, for oleaning the 
space to throw tl^e beets into. It 
can be dragged down between the 
ricks leaving a dean space 4 or 5 
feet wide from which they can be 
forked free from leaves or rubbish. 

They should then be topped into 
piles of 600 or 800 pouhdB each, 
rounded up and covered well with 
a heavy covering of tops. 

• Where beets are being piled in 
the field they must be put in large 
piles and protected from the frost. 
They must not be allowed to 
be frozen in the field, as a frozen 
beet is worthless if it is to be

Eva- 
porated Milk Is concentrated at plants 
in the country w ithin a few hours after 
it comes from the cow, tho Borden 
Company, for Instance, operating large 
condensaries at such dairy centres as 
Truro, N.S., Ingcrsoll and Norwich, 
Ontario, and South Sumas, B.C. Tho 
milk is put Into air-tight containers 
and sterilized. By sterilization all 
bacteria aro destroyed. The attack 
of sucli bacteria Is absolutely stopped.

Bottle Message of Tragic Import is 
Found After Many Months 

On a little island in tho centre of the 
Indian Ocean, far from the steamship 
lanes, may be lying tho bones of five 
seamen, saved from drowning when 
tho Mary A. Bolling, of Philadelphia, 
was wrecked in a storm on March 18, 
1921, according to a dispatch from 
Brussels. 

A nurse at a sanitorium at Breo- 
dono, near Ostend, found in the sands 
u bottlo containing tho following mes¬ 
sage: “Sailing ship Mary A. Boiling, 
from Philadelphia, wrecked in storm 
March 18, known latitude 83 east, long¬ 
itude 10 sou'h.

British Prims Minister Takes Sides 
With Mins Owners 

London.—The British prime minis 
ler, Stanley Baldwin, hns taken sides 
with the mine owners &n<l against the 
Miners’ Federation in the dispute be¬ 
tween the miners and operators over 
the wage question. A two days’ con 
Terence between the prime minister 
and the miners’ executive at Number 
10 Downing Street, failed to bring 
nbout a settlement. 

After the conference, A. J. Cook, 
secretary of the Miners’ Federation, 
announcing the deadlock, declared 
that Ills colleagues would take no part 
in the royal commission inquiry into 
the mining situation, pending the de¬ 
cision of a delegate conference, which 
should meet October 9. The miners, 
l>© added, would again appeal to the 
whole labor movement to stand bf 
them, as they did In July, to see that 
the miners’ wages were not reduced. 

The details of the dispute! between 
the parties are somewhat complicat¬ 
ed, but Premier Baldwin's attitude 
will enable the mine owners to reduce 
wages in certain districts in a man¬ 
ner the miners contend is a violation 
of the agreement upon which the gov¬ 
ernmental subsidy was granted. 

This subsidy took the form of a 
"subvention” to tire mines nenrly two 
months ago, which would enable the 
owners to continue their existing 
w*age agreements for another nine 
months. The miners' leaders declare 
there is danger that the truce will be 
upset.

Interesting Discovery In England 


Workmen Have Unearthsd Portion of 
Great Roman Wall 

A very interesting discovery is rt 
ported from a placo called Wigldon in 
Cumberland, England, where work 
men. while cutting a pipe track in 
connection with a water scheme, canm 
across obstructive masonry about 
three feet below the ground level, and 
further Investigation led to tho con¬ 
clusion that tho masonry is a portion 
of the foundation of tho western sec¬ 
tion of tho great Uoman Wail of Had 
rian. which ox?c*nded some seventy 
English miles from tho Solway Firth 
to the Tynti. The structure is about 
five feet deop and eight or nine feet 
wide, and built after tlio Roman man¬ 
ner—not of solid masonry, but with 
facing on each side of largo wrought 
freestone, the space between bclug 
filled in with stones and rubble. Al¬ 
though tho Roman wall dates buck to 
the second century tho workmen had 
considerable difliculty in cutting 
through the mass. 


Legend says that Baba Budan, a 
Mussel man from South India, made 
the sacred pilgrimage to Mecca, and 
j while there ho obtained possession of 
a small supply- of coffee beans which 
he decided to bring back with him.

1'hesn net Ions are not contra¬ 
dictory but complementary parts of 
O.e general plan of migratory bird 
conservation. Migratory birds are 
deemed so valuable from tho stand¬ 
points of food supply, tho combating 
ef weed and insect posts, and (so far 
as game birds are concerned) ns a 
means or healthful recreation, that 
tlujy are protected on both sides of 
the international boundary under tho 
terms of the migratory birds treaty, 
entered Into by Canada and tho Unit¬ 
ed Stntes In tl) 16. As ono of the ob -1 

jects of keeping up and Increasing tho 
numbers of game birds is to provide I 
healthful recreation for our ov.n citl-j 
reiia and, thither, since an important | 
factor In attaining these objects is tho 
co operation of sportsmen, it was 
deemed «d\ Isablo to prevent the com¬ 
plete nlieiation of auch Dominion 
lands as offer facilities for shooting, 1 
and this baa been done by setting 
aside permanent public shooting 
grounds In suitable localities. These 
► hooting gr rands are situated ns fol- j 
lows: Six in Muniloba. twelve In Sas¬ 
katchewan. nnd thirty-two in Alberta, 
'i lie difference in the numbers in the 
various provinces Is compensated for. 
generally speaking, by the greater size 
of the individual areas in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan ns compared with 
those In Alberta. 

It is well known to sportsmen and 
bird lovers hat the prairies and great 
plains regions contain the most im¬ 
portant breeding grounds for wildfowl 
on the continent. This area embraces, 
speaking roughly, the provinces of 
Manitoba. Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
nnd a strip of territory along the nor¬ 
thern border of the contiguous part of 
the United States. Here thousands 
of marshes and reedy lakes from time 
immemorial provided food and secur¬ 
ity for all kinds of waterfowl, but the 
progress of settlement, with the con¬ 
sequent draining of swamps ami 
marshes, tends steadily to reduce the 
ana of theae breeding grounds, there¬ 
by lessenin'; the number of wild fowl 
and even threatening the extinction of 
some specie*. To prevent such an 
oc cu r r ence «mltabl«i areas have been 
set aside as bird sanctuaries, that is 
places where birds are suitably pro¬ 
tected and may thus Increase In num¬ 
bers. The department of the interior 
^has established seven sanctuaries in 
Alberta and eleven in ftaskatchew’nn; 
and in Manltoba^lbe federal forest re¬ 
serves have been made game pro¬ 
xies under the provincial game uct. 
Decides them, the Dominion Govern- 
menl Ims a number of sanctuaries in 
(IrUisli Columbia and Eastern Canada, 
all of the for-going being administered 
through the Canadian National Parks 
I {ranch of the department. The prov¬ 
inces concerned have co-operated In 
respect to these refuges, and In addi¬ 
tion other sanctuaries have been es¬ 
tablished by provincial governments,

Danish Butter Reaches 

England While Fresh 


“Take-Air* Disease Hat Been Dis¬ 
covered In Different Parts of the 
West 

A fungus dt&easc known as “Tnko- 
AII of WIimj," 1ms been found In the 
wheat fields of Northeastern Saskat¬ 
chewan during u survey by the Do¬ 
minion laboratory of plant pathology 
under I*r. W. 1*. Fraser, Saskatoon. 

The diseme \urled in severity, many 
fields being free or showing only a 
trace of tho disease, while others 
showed 10 to 50 per Cent, of diseased 
plants, says Dr. Vraser. It has also 
been found in wheat fields not far 
from Edmonton, and has recently been 
reported from Northern Manitoba. As 
far as Is known at present, the “take- 
nir disease Is confln*»d to tho park 
country, only traces being found in 
the prairie region. 

“The disease is caused by a fungus 
which attacks only the underground 
parts of grasses nnd wheat,*’ sa)s 
Dr. Fraser. ‘The young plants may 
be killed or the injury to the roots or 
base of the stem cause the plants to 
bo stunted. The disease is most 
easily noticed nt the time the healthy 
wheat plants begin to ripen. it 
usually occurs In spots, where the 
plants aru much stunted and of a pulo 
white color, while tho healthy plants 
are green. The heads are small aDd 
the kernels are absent or much shriv¬ 
elled 


plies as long as Canadian exporters

Pure bred boars and rams will bo 
r.old, pure-bred female stock and also 
grado stock If offered. 

•An innovation this year is the grad¬ 
ing of rams according to the star sys¬ 
tem in use in Saskatchewan. All 
rams offered for salo are required to 
be graded by Dominion livestock 
branch graders and must bo of three 
or two-star standing 

It is pointed out in connection with 
tho swino section that breeders from 
tho United States nre expected to at¬ 
tend the sale in larger numbers than 
has been usual, thus giving an oppor¬ 
tunity to dispOBO of good breeding 
stock in greater quantityr 


Ah many of the wheat seed¬ 
lings have been killed in the early 
stugo, the wheat is thin in tho dis¬ 
eased spots.

The diseased 
wheat is easily pulled out,-as the roots 
and base of the stem is decayed. The 
lower part of the stem, or Just below 
tho surface of the ground, is dark or 
black In color. This dark color is 
usually best Been by pulling away the 
sheath. Sometimes small dark spore 
cases may be seen attuched to the 
sheaths or roots. 

“While the disease is serious, there 
is no need for alarm. From all the 
evidence obtained. It seems tho dis¬ 
ease is present on native grasses, and 
when tho land is broken It passes to 
wheat through the soil. There is no 
spread from plant to plant in the air, 
as in tho case of rust. Infection 
place tmly tlvrough the soil,-t*<» 
that tho spread from field to field, ex¬ 
cept by soil or stubblo transfer, is not 
probable. 


Fattening Poultry In Crates 


Fattening Fowls With Mixsd Mashas 
to Determine Value of 
Preparation* 

At Kosthern, Saskatchewan, experi¬ 
mental station, an experiment was 
conducted three times in fattening 
poultry with mixed mashes in crates 
and tho results are considered fairly 
conclusive. Six lota of cockerels were 
used in the experiment. The gain of 
lot ono, with 36 birds in 20 day®, fed 
corumeal and shorts, was 35 lb. $ oz. 
In each of the other lots 27 birds were 
used and in the same number of days 
the gains were: Lot 2. oatmeal and 
barley meal. 36 lb. 4oz ; lot 3, oatmeal 
and shorts. 26 lb 12 or; lot 4. barley 
mool and shorts, 32 lb. 4 oz.; lot 
oatmeal and feed flour. 24 lb. 12 oz.; 
lot 6, barley meal and feed flour, 24 lb. 
8 oz. All mashes were mixed, nays 
tho superintendent In Ids report for 
1924, with enough buttermilk to make 
a batter. Feed flour, ho adds, makes 
a sticky batter aud the birds do not 
take to it readily. Shorts and ground 
oats and barley are procurable on 
most farms, are not expensive, and 
give satisfactory gal us.

Horse Has Another Rival 


Work of Four Done By One Cylinder 
Mctor Plow 

The horse, rapidly being displaced 
in cities and on farms by automobiles 
ami tractors, has a powerful rival in a 
one-cylinder motor plow, said to do 
the work of four of the animal tollers 
at half the cost. Tho Implement in¬ 
troduced on an English farm, is read¬ 
ily handled by one man, and owing to 
its compact construction, can be driv¬ 
en into corners and clone to fences 
generally inaccessible to horse-drawn 
tools, resulting In increased planting 
apace and a Bating of hand work to 
turn the soil. It requires little atten¬ 
tion for upkeep and consumes a small 
supply of fuel, besides relieving farm 
bauds of the constant care required 
by draft animals.—Popular Mechanics.

These experiments are successfully 
determining tho methods and condi¬ 
tions whereby tlio various fuels avail¬ 
able can be most efficiently utilized. 


Canadian Foxes For Norway 


Prince Edward Island Breeders Ship 
200 Live Foxes 

One of the largest shipments of live 
foxes for export ever to leave Priuro 
Edward Island, left recently for New 
York for trans-shipment to Norway. 
Tho shipment comprised 2(K) foxes in 
all, with a gross value of $ 10,000. Sev¬ 
eral small shipments of animals were 
consigned to Norway, last year and 
this large order has followed tho suc¬ 
cess which tho Norwegian breeders 
have had with those animals previous¬ 
ly sent from this country. 


Corn Growing In Western Canada 


Saskatchewan Grows About 100,000 
Acres of Corn Crop 

Corn is steadily gaining in popular¬ 
ity throughout the west as an aid to 
diversified farming and it Is estimated 
that 100,000 acres were grown in Sas¬ 
katchewan last year. Although seed 
was searco last year and tho price 
rather high, tho acreago will probably 
be slightly higher this year than lasL 
Tho average acreage of corn grown by 
tho corn growing farmer is about 10. 
Minnesota Number 13 aud North Da¬ 
kota White Flint are tho brands most 
favored !n Saskatchewan. 

The increasing favor with which 
corn is regarded by tho farmer is well 
shown by the increasing sale of coru 
growing implements. In 1920 tho 
Implements sold did not attain the 
total of 10, while this your approxi¬ 
mately 50 corn binders alone were 
sold, besides cultivating machinery.

Use of Pasture is Found to Effect 
Saving in Grain and Produce 
Better Restflts 

in comparing the results of testa 
made at the Kosthern, Sask., experi¬ 
mental station, between the self-feed¬ 
er on rape produce by pigs with the 
self-feeder on dry lot. the superintend¬ 
ent found the pasture lot made 0.29 
pound higher gain daily while * con¬ 
suming 1.01 less pounds of meal per 
pound of gain. The uso of pasture, 
lie says, not only resulted in higher 
daily gains and affected a greater sav¬ 
ing In grain, but it had a beneficial ef¬ 
fect on the general health and thrift 
of tho pigs. It is also worth noting 
that the pigs on pasture were very 
smooth and uniform in degree of finish 
when marketed, whereas tho animals 
in dry lot \v.?re quite unthrifty In ap¬ 
pearance and presented a great varia¬ 
tion in size and finish at the close of 
the test.

AS COAL DEALERS 


Completing all but the last lap of their trip from Los Angelas te 
New York—across the whole continent—in an eighteen foot long motor 
boat, two Americans, John Edwin Hosg and Frank S. Wilton, not to 
mention Spy-Wapato, their dog, arrived recently in Montreal and stayed 
for a day or two before proceeding to New York. 

The entiro distance was covered by water with the exception vf on# 
portage of 400 miles from Celilo Falls, Washington to Port Benton, 
Montana. Their boat the “Transcontinental” Is an 18-foot craft, 6 feet 
ubeum, and powered with two four horse power Evinrude outboard 
motors. They left Astoria, Oregon, May 20, after having their boat 
shipped up the coast from Los Angeles. The route was via the Columbia 
River from its mouth to Celilo Falls where the boat was loaded into a 
box car and sent on 400 miles to Fort Benton where the journey was 
resumed down the Missouri River for 2,280-miles into the Mississippi 
to St. Louis, then up the Mississippi to the Illinois River as far as Ot¬ 
tawa, Illinois; through the Illinois and Michigan Canal to Joliet, Illinois, 
and through the Chicago Drainage Canal into Lake Michigan From 
here the voyage was plain sailing to Montreal, where they landed at 
the Canadian Pacific Pier No. 8, having moored their boat alongside 
the “Montcalm.” # 

Messrs. Hoag and Wilton followed In reverse direction the courts 
of the early explorers, Columbus, Hendryk Hudson, Champlain, Cartier 
and La Salle. Thedr mishaps commenced early when, in the Columbia 
River they ran afoul of a sunken log which tore the stern out of their 
boat. After this misadventure, which they finally weathered safely, 
they had comparatively no bad luck, except for the tornadoes, heavy 
storms and risky runs down little-known rapids, which might naturally 
be expected. 

Their adventure is unique, the only attempt previously made Deing 
about 18 years ago when a similar expedition ended at Bismareh, North 
Dakota, after traversing the same route. Then, however, the adven¬ 
turers were so held up by adverse conditions that they were ovsrtakag 
by winter and their boat was crushed in the ice.
